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Red, medium red, tiger, and orange Monarch butterflies are 
on the decline and at risk of becoming an endangered spe- 
cies. These Monarch migrate 3,000 miles (4,828km) to Cali- 
fornia and Mexico but only a small percentage will complete 
the trip. Monarchs begin life as eggs and hatch as larvae eat- 
ing their eggshells, and subsequently, the milkweed plants on 
which they were placed. Monarchs are dependent on milk- 
weed, the larvae eats them nearly exclusively. Fattening lar- 
vae become juicy, colorful caterpillars, then create a hard pro- 
tective case around themselves to enter the pupa stage. They 
emerge the beautiful colourful adults with the distinctive pat- 
tern that warns predators that the insects are foul-tasting and ¥ 
poisonous. Only Monarchs born in late summer or early fall 
make the migration.

Fort Edmonton Park 


This Fort Edmonton 24-wood series (8300-040—8300-063, ordered first column top to bottom, continuing column 2, then 
column 3) of 38mm round BL / BL woods was issued in 1981 with each one being a quantity of 1,000, and has a rarity 
rating 1. Fort Edmonton Park offers a complete picture in Indigenous People of the region, along with colonial days. The Fort 
Edmonton Foundation administers funding in support of the park, and operations are managed by the Fort Edmonton 
Management Company (which 
is likely the organization who 
had the woods made). You can 
experience’ live’ theatre, 
pioneer high tea, Celtic culture 
and bands, bakery, black- 
smith, jewelry, miniature 
railway, Cree encampment, fur 
trade tales, fur press demon- 
stration, midway, talent shows, 
and so much more! 


The 158-acre park has 4 
sections, 1846 fort (fur trading 
era); 1885 street (settlement 
era); 1905 street (municipal 
era); and 1920 street and 
midway (metropolitan era). 
Hotel and restaurants availa- 
ble too. The park began as a 
1967 Canada _ Centennial 
project but has been expanded 
many times over since.

CHALLENGE Today! 
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Geocachers Don't Expect To Find Pristine Woods 


Geocaching GroundsSpeak Forum (under “Share This Topic”), Poison Oak Magnet Group, esas: 32 & 
Member DragonsWest (joined May 4, 2003) - blogged in January 25, 2016: A while back | fe(}=y=je 
priced wooden nickels and decided they were kinda pricey—not extreme, but enough. Inves- 
tigating an idea a couple weeks back, | found you can get very high quality rubber stamps 
made, very inexpensively, and make your own tokens using stamps, ink pads and wood 
blanks, which cost under $0.10 each. Here are some early efforts. To improve quality, 1’ll 
be building a jig, using about $14 in parts and wood from the store, so | can perfectly center 
each disc and get uniform impressions. With available ink pads from art stores the 
possibilities are very interesting indeed, limited to your own creativity. More pictures and 
explanation to follow. 


- blogged on January 27, 2016: So a few bucks at the builder store got me some C-Clamps, 
a piece of interior trim wood, which was perfectly about 5 inches on a side, and some 
scraps of wood. | needed two frames in the jig, one to place the token, which proved too 
deep, still, so | stuck token to the back to elevate the one being worked on. The second 
frame is for the stamp, so it goes in consistently on center. The ink | used can be set with 
heat. So far I’ve air-dried them, but will place them on a cookie sheet, over paper towels 
and toast them lightly for a short spell in the oven. Try to get temperature around 180°C or 
so. Cost of goods: Stamps $11 each (rubberstamps.net), Ink pads $9 each, Blanks 250 for 
$20 (eBay), and Jig $12. As I’m producing these for an activity for our mega geocaching 
event, sorry | can't give any away, at the present. I’m probably going to have to do another

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Wood Hellers 


Notgeld (German for "emergency money" or "necessity money") refers to money issued 
by an institution in a time of economic or political crisis. The issuing institution is usually 
one without official sanction from the central government. This occurs usually when 
sufficient state-produced money is not available from the central bank. Most notably, 
notgeld generally refers to money produced in Germany and Austria during World War | 
and the Interbellum. Issuing institutions could be a town's savings banks, municipality 
and private or state-owned firms. Notgeld was mainly issued in the form of (paper) 
banknotes. Sometimes other forms were used, as well: coins, leather, silk, linen, 
postage stamps, aluminium foil, coal, and porcelain; there are also reports of elemental 
sulfur being used, as well as all sorts of re-used paper and carton (wood) material (e.g. 
playing cards). These pieces made from playing cards are extremely rare and are known 
as Spielkarten, the German word for "playing card". Notgeld was a mutually-accepted 
means of payment in a particular region or locality, but notes could travel widely. 
Notgeld is different from occupation money that is issued by an occupying army during a 
war. Three Austria wooden Notgeld Hadersfeld im Wienerwald (not perfectly flat 90 x 54 
mm, cracked balsam) were issued in 1920 in 10 heller (PNIP-1), 20 heller (PNIP-2), and 
50 heller (PNIP-3). If in About Uncirculated (AU) condition, the market trend is $71 each 
(USD). The reverses were one variety in brown or green and 
another variety in brown or green so in essence you could 
have 4 woods for the same denomination. The obverses did 
not change. Some had print errors and ink runs and smears 
too.

Combining Pastimes (Geocaching & Collecting Woods)

In today’s day and age we seem to be into a lot of “ing” pastimes. Think of collecting, biking, swimming, running, climbing, 
hiking, fishing, hunting, snowmobiling, skiing, cataloguing, etc. Two of the many pastimes that | occupy myself with are 
geocaching and collecting woods. 


Timber Talk does a fantastic job of keeping wood collectors up to-date on the happenings in the wood collecting pastime 
and has previously included articles on geocaching woods. | don’t intend on going into much detail as to what geocaching is 
all about because the website geocaching.com has a lot of great information on the geocaching pastime. 


| was a wood collector long before | got into geocaching and when | did start geocaching | was pleasantly surprised when | 
started to find woods in geocaches (not often but enough to make it exciting). | have also been fortunate in that other 
geocachers (courgarman/O, nightowlzzz and blackberrybramble to name a few) knew that | collected woods and saved the 
ones they found to give to me. Of course, for the Canadian ones | acquired | quickly sent pictures to Norm Belsten so that 
he could include them in updates to his extensive and great Canadian Woods Catalog. 


Geocaching is a form of treasure hunting with geocaches varying in size from the nano’s (fingernail size) up to ammo can 
size and larger. The individual or group that places a geocach usually start them out with some SWAG (stuff we all get) and 
the principle is that when you find a geocache (of course it has to be large enough to have had stuff put into it) if you take 
something from it, you are Supposed to put something of equal or greater value back into it for future geocachers. Since 
geocaching can include the whole family the stuff in geocaches can be items for the pleasure the kids get from discovering 
it. Naturally, due to human nature, many geocaches that | find are pretty empty except for a log book and pencil so | always 
carry a good variety of SWAG like packets of coins, tokens and of course woods (see sample below). | figure this is a great 
way to give back to both pastimes by adding to the fun of finding geocaches and promoting a new wave of potential 


collectors.

Do a search on eBay and you will find that many companies have started to make generic geocaching woods. As well, Al 
Munro pointed out that there is a company in Nova Scotia (ibgeocaching.com) that has geocaching woods produced that 
have unique numbers and are trackable on the geocaching website. The principle behind this type of wood (or any trackable 
such as geocoins or travelbugs) is that they are owned by an individual and are not to be kept but are to be moved from 
geocache to geocache usually with a specific destination or goal in mind. When a geocacher finds one of these trackables 
they log that they found the item, take it to another cache and log where they dropped it off. By clicking on a link on the 
geocaching website you can bring up a map that shows where the item has been. The first trackable | found was a ceramic 
cow with a travel bug around its neck and it had already travelled over 34,000 kilometres. Again, unfortunately some of 
these travellers do go missing either because a cacher forgets to put them into another geocache, or thinks that it looks 
better in their collection or, heaven forbid, that they actually put them on eBay to make a little money.

In Canada we are well aware of Lou Vesh’s artistic talents in making hand-painted woods, especially his Birds of My Garden 
series. Your Editor presented The Vesh Story to the South Wellington Coin Society on July 6, 2016, along with a large exhibit. 
From this meeting, feedback from the club, is they now have a different opinion about woods, and some are going to start 
collecting them. 


In the U.S., there have been some well-known numismatists whose artistry is well-known. These are a few examples. 


Harold (Harry or nicknamed Chan) R. Chandler Jr. was the son of the late Harry R. Chandler Sr. and Bertha Wise Chandler. 
Harry was born in Harrisburg (Pennsylvania) at the start of World War Il and died on Tuesday, May 6, 2008 at age 7/0, at the 
Hershey Medical Center after a battle with cancer. Harry was the beloved husband of Rita A. (Murray) Chandler. Harry 
graduated from the former Middletown High School Class of 1955, was a member of the Pennsylvania National Guard, and 
later retired at age 61 from Bethlehem Steel on October 30, 1999. Harry enjoyed fishing, crossword puzzles, numismatics, 
and designing, painting and collecting wooden tokens. Harry belonged to several clubs, and his personal licence plate on his 
automobile was “CHAN-1”. He is considered to have been probably the most prolific designer and printer of woods that there 
ever was. All of his woods are homemade and may have been printed in ink or burned on wood. He had hundreds of woods 
with stickers on them. He also collected everything that the word “Chan” in it including baseball cards, newspaper articles, 
and so on. The late Brown Brown bought Chan’s collection from his estate, and included is a big box with lots of genealogical 
information which Darrell intends to get to Chan’s family, after he writes a story about Chan. 


The late Jerome Bruce of Siren (Wisconsin). Most of Siren was destroyed by an F3 tornado. The town was home to a bible 
kids camp owned by the Presbyterian Church but run by locals in Siren. This camp operated for over 40 years until the 
tornado caused mudslides, and wiped out the cabins and terrain. The camp was called Ojibway and reconstruction plans 
took place after the tornado. Jerome’s woods were based on the Ojibway. Lots of historic and memorable sites were 
destroyed like the Dairy Queen and the Lodge Arena. | think Jerome’s fishing and family resort was what is now called Camp 
Northland Resort. It’s a little resort on Big Clam Lake consisting of 9 cabins (each with a 14ft aluminum boat). The resort is 
now owned by David and Vickie Lunceford. Jerome Bruce woods are difficult to complete. Jan Henke’s sets of Jerome’s 
woods are #1 through #9 (2” round is #9) and titled as well. Jerome painted about 25 different versions. 


Joni (actually Jon-Maria Marish of the Fairfield Coin Club and the Solano Silver Round Club - both in California) focused on 
animals. Then there is Glen and Gary Littrell’s crane woods. However, a more detailed article on them will be featured in a 
future issue of the Timber Talk. Last are partially hand-painted and decaled woods from the Albert Kasman’s collection that 
are not listed in the CAWMC catalogue and therefore, | don’t know the source, it could be Albert issued them. Also Mary 
Ames, Rita C., Reed’s, Darrel L. Cooler, and others.
